The Stamps of War Tinie. 

When the war broke out in r86r 
a vast quantity of United States 
Postage shunps were in the hands 
of the postmasters in the southern 
states. The postmasters did no 
suppose that they ever woulel be 
ealicd upon to account fur chem, 
and for atime they continued in 


use, but soon that supply being ex- 
hausted] something new had to be 
devised 10 take their place. 

IL was then that the people began 
to resort to the same means that 
were jn vopue throughout the 
country before the government 
ever issucd stamps that is, the 
posunasters of the impertant cities 
issued provisional stamps upou 
their uwn responsibility. The 
postmaster of Canton was the first 
ta solve the problem by removing 
the date line from the old dating 
Stamp and making it read “Can- 
tou, 10, Paid.’ The stamps of 
this issue were confined almust 
cotirely to 2, 3,5 ancl 1ocent values, 
the postmaster of Marion, Va., be- 
ing the only one to issue higher 
values of the denmminations of 15 
and 20 vents. 

The fist of cities which issued 
provisional stamps was about 
thirty-one in number and the issues 
are among those eagerly sought 
by colie-torgs, Most of them are 
very Coarsely cul and simple dec- 
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oration, although exceptional ex- 
amples show elabarate cesigns, 
as iu the case of whe 5-cent en- 
velope issned at Danville, Va., in 
1SGL. 

No provisionals were issued by 
the Richmond postoffice and their 
issue elsewhere did aor meee with 
the approval of the Confederate 
Postoffice Department. No effort 
was made toward tssuing a peteral 
wovernment issue until September 
1861, when the contract to furuish 
postage stamps was awarded to 
Noyer & Ludwig, lithographers, of 
Richmond, Va, ‘The first: iesue 
wis pritited «luring the fall aud 
winter of (861 and the spring of 
i862, and comprised a set of tive 
stamps of the fallawity denomina- 
tions and colors: ‘Pwo cents, 
grech; five cents, yreem: live cents, 
Ihlue:ten cents, blue and ten cents, 
red. 

Early in 1862 the goverment 
dispatched an ageut to England 
toform a contract with De La Rue 
& Co, for the manufacture of cue 
and fire centstamps, The stamps 
were electrotyped and the sheets 
contained one hundred iupressions 
each, The plates and a large 
quantity of stamps were captured 
froma steamer bound for Wihning- 
ton, S. &., but a second attempt on 
the part of the vovernmenut was 


more suceesshil, and duplica e 
plates with seme 400,090 sheets of 
stumps were safely shipped to 
Richmond and cid duty with those 
lihographed by Nover & Lucwie, 

In 1863 a new contract was made 
with Archer & Daly, engravers, 
of Richmond, Va. and the okl 
dies destroved, 

‘The new series were of timer de- 
sign than the original aud consisted 
af the following: Gne centerange; 
twa cents, red; live cents, bhue:ten 
cents, blueand twenty cemts, green. 
On the twenty cent suunp was the 
head of Washington, 

The supply of the 
stamps engmved 


live-ceut 
hy Ide la Rue 
becoming exhausted, ahew supply 
was struck aff by Archer & Daly, 
hut they were poorly executed and 
ja oa darker shade of blue. On 
this account the plates were de- 
livered to Weatnys & Ball, of 
Columbia, 5. C., whe engraved a 
line between the stamps. This 
was the nearest to perforation any 
of the Confederate stamps ever 
were, 

The great fre at Columbia de- 
stroyed all the des, retis, plates 
and stamps in possession of Keat- 
ing & Gall ane the stamps cap- 
tured in the other southern luwas 
were either destroyed or turned 
over to the authorities at Wash- 
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ington atul what stamps are now 
in existence are jealously euardcd 
by colleectars,

In these days of philatelic ad- 
rancement, advertising is the fac- 
tor which moves successfully the 
well established stamp business. 
Looking over the journals of tilteen 
years ago you witl notice the ad- 
yertising was of a dry nature and 
was set up with very little display, 
Nowadays all the good advertse- 


ments of our best papers not only 


attract attention but they interest 
you so that you are lead to read the 
whole add. and generally be bene- 
fitted by it. 

In another case we see a dealer 
who pays for about four inches af 
space and has asmall add. of about 
twenty-five words placed right in 
the center of it; this acd. attracts 
attention but does it sell gaods?

Besides, with few ex- 
ceptions, we de net look tupon 
(hen as a commercial people, 
and therchy bound to the neces- 
sities of commercial correspon- 
dence. Consequently we feel that 
they do not have the same need of 
postal facilities as the rest of the 
world ins. These conelusionsare 
nol altogether currecl, 43 an In- 


spection of any staty collector's 
album or stamp dealer's catalog ne 
will show. ‘The enterprising f.n- 
repean and American nitions have 
cairied their postoffices to the re- 
motest ends of the wortd and have 
imp essed upon all peoples the 
advantages aud the necessities of 
this moder method of intercourse 
hetwe-n indivi duals and countries. 


As the Gvientals have entered 
more and mere into business re- 
latinus with the rest of the world 
they have dropped into line with 
their postal serviceasan inevitable 
result, and after that it has not 
taken long to convince them of 
the utility of correspondence hy 
letter post in their internal affairs. 
We find the stamps of the Orient 
am ng the most interesting in the 
vorld. In many respects they be- 
long toa peculiar class by them 
selves, particularly as regards de- 
signs, Such countries as Japan, 
India, Turkey and Egypt have an 


j extensive postal service that in 


seme respects would do ua dis- 
credit to more advanced nations, 
and the stanips of thase countries 
are correspondingly munnerousand 
fascinating as a study. 

So rapidly have the issues ol 
stumps inereased all aver the 
workl in recent years that many of 
the wisest philatelists are making 
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themselves specialists, contining 
themselves to same one particular 


line or country. One man de- 
votes himself to the stuups of 
(areat Britain and her colonies: 


auother to pastuge stamps of the 
United States: a third tothe Uuited 
States revenucs, and so on. 


Acollector who makesa specialty 
of the stamps of the Orient finds 
that he has entered upon the study 
of a most ctytrossing and intricate 
branch of philatelic science. Ile 
will tind quite as much if wot mere 
difficulty in making his collection 
thorough, or even approximately 
so, as in seeking out the stamps of 
any part of the world, He will 
also find that some af the speci- 
ueus which he must have are as 
rare as anything of their kind else- 
where and will cost hint quite as 
pretty sums, dn the end however, 
ve will have a collection that in 
uniqueness, general attractiveness, 
and display of pure artistic quaiity 
will compare favorably with the 
best thatany of his compeers work-
